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BULLETIN NO. 1 vets MONDAY, OCTOBER 5, 1981 


Pursuant to a proclamation issued on September 17, 1981 by Lieutenant 
Governor Green and House Speaker Ramsey, the General Assembly convened in 
extra session today at 10:00 a.m. The proclamation was issued under the provi- 
sions of Sec. 11(2) of Article II of the North Carolina Constitution, which 
‘requires the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House to convene an 
extra session upon call of three/fifths of the members of the House and Senate. 
The proclamation limited the extra session to matters directly affecting the 
state budget, matters related to the organization of the extra session, bills | 
related to pension matters and certain types of local bills. The Assembly only con- | 
-Sidered two resolutions in the session, however, and they are summarized below. The 
extra session adjourned sine die at 11:00 a.m. and the Assembly reconvened at 


11:05 a.m. in a continuation of the regular 1981 session. Resolution 66 of the 
1981 Session (as amended today in the extra session) provides that only the | 
following kinds of bills may be considered or introduced: (a) bills directly 
) affecting the state budget; (b) bills concerning the organization or operation 
of the fall session; (c) bills relating to pension or retirement matters; or 
(d) local bills relating to redistricting for boards having the power to tax. 
The format for the Daily Bulletin will be the same as in the regular 
session. Cross references to previous Daily Bulletins refer to bulletins for 
this continuation session unless otherwise indicated.

"To authorize the tssuance of three hundred million dollars tn bonds 
of the state to provide funds for environmental tmprovement through grants to 
units of government for construction and improvement of wastewater treatment 
works, wastewatdr collection systems and water supply systems." Bond election. 
Authorizes State Treasurer, with consent of Governor and Council of State and 
favorable referendum vote of state voters, to issue and sell "North Carolina Clean 
Water Bonds" in amount not exceeding $300 million. Election date to be fixed by 
Governor not later than Dec. 1, 1983; election may be held on same day as any other 
state, county, municipal, or district election. Issuance of bonds. State 
Treasurer, with approval of Governor and Council of State, shall fix interest rates, 
prices, issuance dates, and maturity dates not to exceed 30 years. Authorizes 
issuance of bond anticipation notes. All proceeds from bonds or notes shall be 
placed in special "Clean Water Fund" administered by Dep't of Administration. 
Use of Bond Proceeds. Moneys in fund shall be used for grants to gov't units 
for construction of new, or improvement or expansion of, wastewater treatment 
works, wastewater collection systems, and water supply systems. Funds may be 
applied to purchase of real property if acquisition costs are a substantial 
portion of project costs, but if any federal loan or grant funds restricted as 
to such purposes are used in projects, such costs are not eligible costs. Maximum 
grant under Water Supply Systems Account and Pollution Control Account may not 
exceed 25% of total construction costs or 50% of nonfederal share, whichever is 
less, unless greater percentage determined by receiving agency to be necessary 
for the project; no water supply grant may exceed 30% of total construction 
costs of project; Advisory Budget Comm'n approval required to exceed 25% of project 
costs; maximum grant under Economic Development Account may not exceed 50% of

total construction cost, or 50% of nonfederal share or $500,000, whichever is least; 
maximum grant under Contingency Account may not exceed 25% of total construction 
cost for any project. In no case may any grants under Economic Development 
Account in combination with grants under Pollution Control Account, Water Supply 
Systems A count or Contingency Account exceed 50% of total construction cost of 


any project or 50% of nonfederal share. Contingency Account. Dep't of Administration 
with concurrence of Advisory Budget Comm'n shall allocate up to $6 million to Con- 
.tingency Account for administration expenses as set forth in Act. Pollution Control 
Account. $154 million allocated for construction, improvement or expansion of waste- 
water treatment and collection systems; $80 million to be used for eligible construc} 
tion costs of approved wastewater treatment works projects; $40 million allocated to 
counties in proportion to each county's population as determined by 1980 census for 
wastewater treatment or collection systems; $34 million to be used exclusively for 


supplemental grants for wastewater treatment works projects for which federal 

grant offers from federal fiscal year 1980 or 1981 funds for development of 
specifications have been made before Oct. 1, 1981 and where Governor has deter- 
mined the federal cost sharing rate for such projects shall be less than 75%. 

Water Supply Systems Account. Allocates $60 million for grants to gov't units 

for water supply systems, of which $40 million is allocated to jcounties on basis 

of population and $20 million for specific projects grants. Economic Development 
‘Account. $80 million allocated for new or supplemental grants to local gov'ts 
where necessary for industrial growth or expansion; such grants to be based on 
relative financial need of the area, effect of grant on increasing average wage 

of aurea, effect of grant on improving economic potential of area, and effect of 
grant on number of new jobs to be provided. Annual allocations. Allocations of 
funds subject to annual cumulative spending limits. Uncommitted funds from 1977 
Clean Water Bonds shall be allocated pursuant to this Act. Provides for allocations 
of uncommitted funds from various accounts. Applications. Applications shall be 
accompanied by environmental assessment. Division of Health Services (receives 
water supply grant applictions) or Dep't of Natural Resources and Community Develop- 
ment (receives wastewater project applications) may require environmental impact 
statement. <A public hearing to be held on any application for a project grant. 
Priorities. Priorities among applications assigned quarterly. Unsuccessful 
applicants may apply for consideration for up to four consecutive quarters. 
Withdrawal of grant commitment. Grant commitment may be withdrawn if financing 

or contract arrangements have not been made within one year of 'acceptance. 

Dep't of Administration, Comm'n of Health Services, and Dep't of Natural Resources 
and Community Development may promulgate rules and regulations subject to approval 
of Advisory Budget Comm'n. Three agencies above in cooperation with State Treasurer 
shall prepare annual report for Advisory Budget Comm'n. State Treasurer may not 
sell bonds during 1981-83 biennium requiring debt service during that period 

unless there are sufficient funds to pay such debt service in Treasurer's debt 

- service appropriation for biennium.

Authorizes the city 
to contract for operation of any public facility included in such a project.

SUMMARY OF AMENDMENTS TO 1981-82 STATE BUDGET 


The House today adopted a committee substitute to H 1392. The committee 
substitute contains amendments to the state's 1981-82 current operations and 
capital improvement budgets. When the Assembly adjourned in July, it did-not 
appropriate all the money available at that time; instead it deferred action on 
many of the expansion items requested by the Governor and Advisory Budget Comm'n 
until this fall session. That delay was planned to enable the assembly to 
determine more precisely how much money would be available, as well as the 
nature and extent of the reduction in federal programs made by the Congress and 
the Reagan Administration. 

The 1982-83 budget approved in June is not amended by this bill; the money 
appropriated by H 1392 is for the remainder of this fiscal year only. If the 
increases approved by H 1392 are to be continued, the June 1982 session of the 
General Assembly will have to amend the 1982-83 budget to include these changes. 

Revenue estimates: H 1392 appropriates approximately $108 million. That 
appropriation assumes that the state's General Fund revenues will grow at a rate 
of 10.3% over 1980-81 (the estimate made by the committee in June was 10%). It 
also assumes that investment and other income will increase by $15 million over 
the estimates made by the appropriations committee in June. The total amount 
available to the assembly is estimated to be $115.2 million for 1981-82. In 
1982-83, the money that will be available (under current revenue estimates) to 
continue the items funded by H 1392, as well as any other expansion items,is 
$88.3 million.

Special Provisions: In addition to the increased appropriations, the com- 
mittee substitute contains numerous substantive provisions limiting or describing 
how certain money can be spent, as well as substantive amendments to the General 
Statutes that do not deal directly with how funds are spent. Listed below are 
some of the most important of those provisions: 

General Assembly: (1) provides $70,000 in each year of biennium for admin- 
istrative rules review committee; (2) amends Res. 61, SL 1981 to make it clear 
that insurance study comm'n of Legislative Research Committee has power of 
subpoena; (3) provides effective Oct. 1, 1981, that all block grant funds 
received by state between Aug. 31, 1981 and July 1, 1983 are to be received by 
General Assembly; adds new Article 13A to GS Ch.120 establishing joint legislative 
committee to review federal block grant funds; committee to be composed of six 
House members appointed by Speaker and six Senators appointed by, Lt. Governor, 
terms to run until July 1, 1983 or until member resigns or aM removed from legis-— 
lature; committee (or Legislature if it is in session) must approve Governor's 
proposals for accepting or using block grant funds, including transfers of funds 
between state dep'tS adoption of rules or regulations relating to grants, contracts 
between state agencies using grant funds, determination of formulas for distribu- 
ting grants, and encumbrance of funds; requires committee to take action within 
40 days of request by state budget office (unclear as to time limit if Legislature 
is in session); (4) requires Governor to designate agency, for each type of block | 
grant program amrequires that agency to report to Legislature by May 10, 1982 
on its administration of the grant; (5) adds new provision to GS 143-23 
requiring approval of Comm'n on Governmental Operations before agency may trans- 
fer funds in line item amounting to over 10% of funds appropriated for that line

priorities in plan, if Comm'n on Governmental Operations approves such use; 
requires approval of plans by same Comm'n before money appropriated in this Act 
may be used; (4) amends Medicaid program's provisions in Ch. 859, SL 1981 as 
follows: Hospital coverage: beginning Dec. 1, 1981 reimbursement for inpatients 
will be based on per diem rate for each hospital, and beginning July 1, 1982 will 
be based on prospective rate reimbursement plan; outpatients will be paid for 
at 80% of allowable costs. Drugs: reimbursement will be limited to four pre- 
scriptions per month, including refills, effective Dec. 1, 1981. General changes: 
effective Dec. 1, 1981, adds provision freezing rates at June 30, 1981 levels for 
most fees for services; limits reimbursement per individual to 18 visits per year 
to physician, clinic, hospital outpatient clinic, optometrist, chiropractor, and/ 
or podiatrist; requires Dep't to develop regulations to restrict payment for 
dental services; directs Dep't to develop plan by May 1, 1982 to include provi- 
sions dealing with statewide fee schedule for health care providers, prepaid health 
plans, competitive bidding for lab service and medical devices, and for home 
based care; (5) provides that no certificates of need to be granted under Art. 18, 
Ch. 131 for new skilled or intermediate nursing facility, until existing author- 
ized facilities are built and 75% occupied; also prohibits sale of similar 
facility until above requirements are met; exempts new facilities for mentally 


retarded, and conversions of home for aged beds from prohibition; (5) adds 
provision to Ch. 1182, SL 1977 (2nd Session 1978) (certificate of need law) pro- 
viding that act applies to previously exempt projects unless, before July 1, 1983, 
land has been acquired, permits have been obtained, contracts have been let, and 
foundation walls are in place, or if building is on site, partial demolition has 
taken place by Jan. 1, 1981; (6) generally amends certificate of need law (Art. 
18, Ch. 131) to raise limits on cost of equipment exempt from certificate require- 
ment; adds new GS Ch. 131-176(17)m to provide that conversion of nonhealth care 
facility bed to/health care facility bed is subject to requirements of act. 


Miscellaneous: (1) amends GS 113A-183(c) to allow expenditures from 
Forest Development Fund to be four times amount of General Fund appropriations 
to that fund for that fiscal year (now, three times); (2) repeals portion of 
GS 130-166.25(b) prohibiting (subject to certain exceptions) use of septic tank 
systems where design flow of sewage for residence, business or place of public 
assembly exceeds 1,200 gallons per day; (3) amends GS 20-118, effective Jan. 1 
1982 to cut by 50% penalties for exceeding gross vehicle and axle weight for 
vehicles transporting meats, row crops, and forest products to market (Ch. 690, 
SL 1981 doubled the penalty for all vehicles); (4) amends GS 115-5(b) to 
exempt clients of sheltered workshops and clients of adult developmental activity 
programs from tuition at community colleges and technical colleges; (5) author- 
izes budget office to transfer funds to pay members of Safety and Health Review 
Board $200 per day; (5) amends GS 122-98(b) to provide that officers hired 
pursuant to that section to have the authority of deputy sheriffs of Durham 
and Granville counties; (6) authorizes Dep't of Natural Resources to use 
unexpended capital improvement funds for replacement of facilities at Claridge 
Nursery for construction of seed extractory building at that nursery; (7) 
adds provision specifying that funds appropriated to unincorporated area in 
Butner under GS 136-41.2 to be administered by member of state Board of Trans- 
portation administering the Highway Fund in Granville County; (8) creates a 
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$7,500 reserve fund in Dep't of Administration for payment of interpreters for 
deaf under Ch. 8A; (9) authorizes Comm'n on Governmental Operations to allo- 
cate $150,000 of reserve fund set up in Ch. 929, SL 1981 to fund deferred 
prosecutions programs (fumd set up with money appropriated to Judicial Dep't 
but not allocated by Ch. 929);(10) appropriates $64,000 for 1981-82 to Central 
Piedmont Community College for education of hearing impaired; (11) effective 
May 4, 1981 repeals Ch. 317, SL 1981 (authorizing referendum on whether to incor- 
porate Robinwood in Gaston County); (12) directs that resolutions and journal 
proceedings of extra session to be printed in regular publications for Fall 1981

On Monday, April 26, 1982 the General Assembly convened for an 
extra session called by Governor James B. Hunt, Jr. pursuant to Section 5(7) 
of Article III of the North Carolina Constitution. The Governor's proclamation 
stated that the General Assembly shall meet in extra session "for the purpose 
of considering and acting upon legislation concerning the apportionment of the 
North Carolina House of Representatives and the North Carolina Senate and con- 
forming changes in the election laws and the primary election schedule." 

The two Daily Bulletin issues of this extra session are combined in one 
publication because the session was brief.

H 2 New schedule for primaries GS 163 
introducer: D. Clark Sent to Election Laws 


"Of Limtted duration to schedule the primary electtons in 1982 only." 
Repeals previous acts concerning 1982 primary dates and provides for first 
primary on Thursday, June 10 and second primary on Thursday, July S.e hinge 
for US House and for State Senate and House to open on noon, Friday, April 30, 
and close at noon on Friday, May 7 (filing not to reopen for other offices). 
Registration of voters to close on May 17. County canvass to be on Saturday 
two days after primary. Absentee ballots provided for US House, to be avail- 
able as quickly as possible, but no absentee ballots for first primary for 
State legislative offices. Party affiliation requirement same as if primary 
had been held as originally scheduled in May. If either State Senate or 
House redistricting plan is not approved under Voting Rights Act, then 
neither of those offices to be voted upon in primaries scheduled above; new 
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primary date for those offices to be set by General Assembly or by court 
ordering delay in voting for those offices.

Committee substitute adopted in House 4/27/82 rewrites State House 
districts 17 and 18 as set forth in Ch. 4, Extra Session Laws of 1982: 

District 17 (two Representatives): Block 901 and Enumeration District 
534 of Census Tract 34 in Manchester Township; Block 901 and Enumeration District 
535 of Census Tract 34 in Seventy-First Township; Block 901 of Census Tract 34 
in Carver's Creek Township; Cross Creek Precincts 1, 3, 5, 9, 13, 16, 17, and 19; 
Spring Lake Precinct; Morganton Road 1 Precinct; Beaver Lake Precinct; Westarea 
Precinct; and that part of Census Tract 33.02 in Precinct Seventy-First 1. Any 
part of Cross Creek Township which may be entirely surrounded by Morganton Road 1 
Precinct shall also be in the District. Block 304 of Census Tract 26 of Cross 
Creek Township is not in the District. 

District 18 (three Representatives): The remainder of Cumberland County 
not included in District 1/7. 


H z New schedule for primaries (original bill digested on p. 1 of this 
Bulletin) 
Committee substitute and amendments adopted in House 4/27/82 change 
original bill as follows: (1) provide that primary may be held as scheduled 
for one house of General Assembly even though redistricting is not approved 
and primary is not held for the other house (original bill provided that delay 
in primary for one house automatically meant delay for other house); (2) permit 
absentee ballots in legislative primaries, with ballots for first primary to be 
issued as soon as available to voters who apply for absentee ballots for other 
offices; (3) set June 7 as deadline for issuing absentee ballots and one-stop 
absentee voting for first primary, and July 6 as deadline for second primary; 
(4) grant State Board of Elections rule-making authority to cope with disapproval 
of elections laws or form of county election by US Justice Dep't under Voting 
Rights Act (present law grants that authority only when laws, not county election 
method, are invalidated and only when invalidation is by court); and (5) allow 
special elections and local bond elections to be held on June 10 with only seven 
days notice before registration closes (now 20 and 14 days required), with 
registration to close May 17 (same as for primaries).

Amendments adopted in Senate 4/27/82 change bill so it now provides as 
follows: If the US Justice Dep't does not approve the State Senate and House 
reapportionment plans and the election machinery bill (i.e., H 2) within a time 
set by agreement of the House Speaker and Lt. Governor, the General Assembly 
requests that the Speaker and Lt. Governor ask the State Board of Elections 
to immediately file action in the US District Court for the District of 
Columbia for approval of the plans, and take appropriate action in the US 
District Court for the Eastern District of NC to order a primary and general 
election at the earliest possible time on an interim basis.

6 (Upper Fishing Creek), 7 (Swift Creek), 8 (Sparta), 9 (Otter Creek), 10 (Lower 
Town Creek), 11 (Walnut Creek), 12 (Rocky Mount), 13 (Cokey), 14 (Upper Town 
Creek); and the following townships of Halifax County: Brinkleyville, Butterwood, 
Enfield, Faucett, Littleton, Roanoke Rapids, and Weldon. 

District 9 (one Senator): Pitt County; Chocowinity Township of Beaufort 
County; and the following townships of Martin County: Beargrass, Cross Roads, 
Griffins, Jamesville, Poplar Point, Williams, and Williamston. 

District 10 (one Senator): Wilson County; and the following townships 
of Nash County: Coopers, Jackson, Nashville, North Whitakers, Oak Level, Red 
Oak, Rocky Mount, South Whitakers and Stony Creek. 

District 11 (one Senator): Franklin and Vance counties; the following 
townships in Nash County: Baileys, Castalia, Dry Wells, Ferrells, Griffins, 
and Mannings; and the following townships in Wake County: Bartons Creek, Leesville, 
Little River, New Light, and Wake Forest.
